Claims 6 as currently amended and 8-14, and 43-49 as previously presented, 
are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kuroda et al. (US 
patent 6,327,134) in combination with the applicant's admitted prior art (AAPA) of 
this application.

Witjji to claims 6, 8-14 and 43-49, Kuroda et al. in combination with AAPA 
teach the invention as claimed. See the contents of the office action dated
